Methods of the Spy. 

In November, 1891, “‘ Jones ”’ continued, he 
entered the employ of wholesale grocers in 
New York City and remained with them 
until 1895, when he opened a business of his 
own. “ Jones "’ remained in New York until 
September of the present year, all this time 
apparently making inquiries for the British 
Government. He added that early in 1892 
he met William Lyman (President of the 
Irish National Alliance) and Boland in New 
York City, and learned of the existence of 
the Irish nationalists’ organization, known 
among its members as the ‘‘ United Irish,” 
or * T. H.,” whose executive body, “‘ Jones "’ 
“yr ag states, was known by. the letters 
ae! | Se By 

Continuing, “ Jones”’ said that, “‘ on in- 
structions,’’ he joined the organization and 
Was initiated into a ‘“‘camp’’ know” 1s 
* The Shamrock club,"’ among those p : 
at his initiation being Lyman, Boland, Gal- 
lagher, Kearney, and Tynan. 

They afterwards, ‘“‘ Jones” added, formed 
a new “camp,” which was called ‘‘ The 
Nally club,”” the membership of which in- 
cluded Mearns and Nolan, who had been 
connected with an explosion in Dublin. 

** Jones ’’ further stated that he was elect- 
ed Treasurer of the Nally club, whose meet- 
ings, it appears, were of the most secret de- 
scription, the ** district orders "’ being burned 
after being read, and after initiation the 
members were known by number.’ Part of 
the subscriptions, the witness also testified, 
were contributed to a revolutionary fund 
and calls were made for money to pay for 
celebrations of the death of the ‘‘ Manches- 
ter martyrs ’’ and to aid the convicted dyna- 
miters, 

Introduced to Ivory. 

Replying to further questions ‘“ Jones” 
gaid that while on his way to the Chicago 
convention of 1895 Kearney introduced the 
prisoner, Ivory, to the Witness as a ‘“* broth- 
er.” Tynan and O’Donovan Rossa, accord- 
ing to ‘‘ Jones,’’ were present, and Tynan 
sald that Ivory belonged to his ‘ camp,”’ 
and had been known to him in Dublin pre- 
vious to 1882. 

* Jones’ ’’’ mention of the Chicago conven- 
tion of 1895 refers to the ‘‘ New Movement 
convention,’’ which was attended by a num- 
ber of confidants of Lyman, who, during 
convention time, it was stated in court, held 
secret meetings with them. Later it seems 
* Jones "’ joined a ‘‘ camp,” under the name 
of “ Thomas Meric Jones.”’ 

‘Continuing his account of the visit to Chi- 
cago, “ Jones”’ said he arrived there on 
Sept. 22, 1895, and was met. at the railroad 


inal } station by St. John Gatmey. He stald,at 


MecCoy’s Hotel, where the committee of the 
secret organization met. Ivory, ‘“‘Jones” 
also stated, attended the meeting at which 
the names were chosen to be submitted to the 
public ‘convention as officers of the “* New 
Movement,”’ the object being that an open 
movement might be controlled, as «it is,: 
according to “ Jones,’ by a secret organ- 
ization. | 

™Tm another portion of his testimony, 
*“ Jones’ said that he saw Ivory in Cody’s 
saloon, New York, which, he further stated, 
is largely frequented by the members of the 
organization, two or three weeks before 
Ivory left America. 

Secrets of the Clan-na-Gael. 


* Jones’ then produced a document pur- 
porting to give the constitution of the so- 
clety up to 1895, and also type copies of the 
constitution and ritual of the Clan-na-Gael. 
Continuing, “* Jones ’” said that any one con- 
victed of a dynamite outrage Was described 
in the proceedings of the organization as 
a “ soldier of Ireland.”’ 

At the close of the proceedings Ivory was 
formally committed for trial. 

The afternoon mewspapers make great 
spreads of the evidence furnished by 
‘“ Jones,”’ and have scare heads reading: 
‘‘Le Caron the Second,” ‘“ Secrets of the 
Clan-na-Gael,” ‘‘ Startling Disclosures of an 
Irish Spy,” ete. 

When “ Jones” first appe&red on the wit- 
ness stand Mr. Gill asked the presiding mag- 
istrate to stop all sketching in court, ex- 
claiming that it was of the utmost im por- 
tamce that nothing should be allowed to 
transpire to identify the witness in the fut- 
ure. 

The Globe says of the testimony of 
“Jones”’ that the most sensational develop- 
ments are expected, eclipsing those of the 
time of Le Caron. 

“Jones.” is a small, insignificant-looking 
man, about five feet five inches in height, 
with a brown beard and mustache and hair 
a shade darker. He has a bulging forehead 
and black eyes. He is of pale complexion, 
and has a furtive, shifty look. He was very 
nervous while in court, constantly pulling 
his beard. He spoke. with a pronounced 
brogue. He delivered his testimony 
though in fear of his:life, and seemed to be 
scared of the sound of his own voice.

JONES REMEMBERED IN NEW YORK. 


He Is an Advocafe of Numerous Vis- 
fionary Schemes, Yy 

New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.}—The “spy?” 
witness who testified in London today 
against Ivory is known by many Irishmen in 
this city. His name is Robert H. Jones. He 
is a small man, with brown hair and mus- 
tache, sandy complexion, and deep set eyes. 

He was in this country for about six years. 
His last open occupation here was to keep 
a small stationery and tobacco store at No. 
609 Amsterdam avenue. He is a native of 
the north of Ireland, 

The grocery firm by which Jones was em- 
ployed when he first came to America is 
sata to be that of Francis H. Leggett, on 
West Broadway. While here he joined the 
Irish National Alliance. 

He was frequently heard advocating. wild 
schemes, and claimed to be'a very advanced 
physical force man. In this city he was rec- 
ognized by several men as a North of Ire- 
land Orangeman, but as the Irish National 
Alliance is non-sectarian in its principles 
Jones’ religion was no bar to his becoming 
a member. 

The last heard of him in this city was about 
ten weeks ago, when he left here telling his 
acquaintances that he was going to the 
North of Ireland to secure some property 
which had been left to him through the 
death of ua relative. 

William Lyman, President of the Irish 
National Alliance, could not be seen today, 
and it was said at his residence that he was 
out of the city. C. O'C. McLaughlin, Sec- 
retary of the Irish National Alliance, when 
asked what he knew of Jones replied: “1 
have known Thomas M. Jones for about 
three years. He was a member of the

Sentiment of Non-Residents. 


The resident members of the club have 
always understood the sentiment of the 
town. However, the club has a considerable 
non-resident membership, and these men, 
it is said, take a more hopeful view of the 
prospect for peaceable enjoyment of their 
favorite pastime on Sunday as well as other 
days. 

Some of the city members can leave their 
business one or two afternoons in the week, 
but the majority cannot get away except on 
Saturday, and then the links are so crowded 
all cannot play who would wish to. With

if it came to a decision some assert an 
easy majority for Sunday golf could be 
mustered among the club members, but the 
members. have had hitherto no voice in the 
matter.

Reports That Spain Has Been Worsted 
in Puerto Principe Province. 

Tampa, Fla., Nov. 13.—[Special.]~From re- 
liable sources it is learned that Guaimaro, in 
the Province of Puerto Principe, was at- 
tacked about Nov. 1 by the insurgents, and 
after a severe battle, in which the insurgents 
employed their field pieces, the Spanish 
forces, numbering 250, surrendered. Many 
were killed and wounded by the fire from the 
Hotchkiss guns. 

As this was a Spanish factoria militar, a 
distribution point for munitions, a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition was capt- 
ured. There has been no official report of 
this, 

Puerto Principe was laid siege to on the 
2ith ult. by Maximo Gomez and Calixto 
Garcia. There has been no official acknowl- 
edgment of this, but the Havana papers 
confess that since the 2d all communica- 
tion with Puerto Principe has been éut off. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—Sefior Dupuy 
de Lome, the Spanish Minister, has received. 
the following cablegram from the Duke of 
Tetuan, Minister of State, Madrid: 

** Madrid, Nov. 10, 1896.—Gen. Blonco, 
Captain-General of the Philippines, with 
8,000 men of the Rios Brigade, supported 
by men-of-war, yesterday attacked Cavite 
Viejo and Noveleta. The two towns were 
defended by over 10,000 rebels, Using the 
Isthmus of Noveleta they captured and 
destroyed a redoubt near the town of 
Vinicayan. On the march to Lliong they 
had a bloody battle. The bearings and en- 
thusiasm of our troops were brilliant. The 
casualties to the enemy were over 40v. 
losses were thirty-five killed and 1083 wound- 
ed. TETUAN.”’ 

Havana, Nov. 13.—The Colonels of the 
Spanish army now in Havana have offered 
to raise 2,000 volunteers to take the field 
for Spain. Committees have been or- 
ganized to go into the different districts of 
the city and collect funds for the popular 
subscription to increase the navy. ;

MADDEN’S CAUCUS FOR NEXT WEEK 


The Senatorial fight grew more definite 
yesterday. Several features developed te 
center interest in this contest for the place 
now filled by John M. Palnmrer. Congress- 
man Robert R. Hitt formally announced his 
candidacy. William E. Mason opened head- 
quarters in the Briggs House. The Cook 
County members of the General Assembly - 
were asked to attend an informal caucus on 
the. Senatorship early in the coming week. 

Of interest, however, equal to any of these 
incidents was the partial identification of a 
report that Senator Shelby M. Cullom would 
not. be adverse to an offer of a portfollo in 
the McKinley Cabinet. If it be true that 
Illinois’ senior Senator is to go into the 
Cabinet then, as the Chicago politicians 
pointed out yesterday, there will be two Sen- 
ators for the Assembly to elect in January— 
not one. 

William H. Harper, for thirty years a 
personal friend of Senator Cullom, thinks 
the Sénator would accept a place in the 
Cabinet. He entertained Mr. Cullom at 
luncheon when the Senator was ‘in Chicago 
early in the week, and was asked yesterday | 
as to the Cabinet aspirations of the Senator, 

Believes He Would Accept. : 

“I cannot speak by the card,” said 
Mr. Harper. ‘ That is, I cannot state au- 
thoritatively what Senator Cullom would 
do under’ such circumstances, for I have — 
heard hini make no statements regarding 
the matter. I) believe, though, that if he | 
should be tendered an important position in 
the Cabinet—such a position as Illinois may 
expect to be given in view of the’ fact that 
this State was the great bat of 
the campaign just closed—he would accept 
it. If he did so it is certain that Illinois 
would be represented in the Cabinet by a 
man well qualified to represent this great 
State. It would be the rounding out of a 
political career like that of few men who 
have been long in public life—a career in 
which it would be impossible for any one 
to point out any serious mistake, any breach, 
or stain. I know of no other man whose 
record, whose knowledge of public matters, 
of whose personal qualities or attainments 
make him better fitted for such a post of 
honor. 3 ts. an 

“What position do I consider him best ~~ 
qualified for? He could fill acceptably any =~ 
of the leading positions in the Cabinet— —~ 
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Hitt a Candidate in ext. 

The numerous candidates for the place to 
be vacated by Senator Palmer ¢€o not con- 
ceal their enthusiasm over this hint that Mr. 
Cullom will step out of the legislative halls, 
Two vacancies instead of one would simplify 
matters greatly. It is certain, however, that 
Congressman Hitt’s candidacy is earnest, 
whether or not Mr. Cullom remains in his 
present seat. 

Mr. Hitt spent Thursday in Galena, and 
was in Mount Carroll yesterday. He was 
called upon by all the Republican party lead- 
ers in both towns, and he made the formal 
declaration that he would be a candidate 
for the Senatorship, provided the people of 
Illinois should see fit to oppose Mason and 
Madden. 

Mr. Hitt did not think he would open cam- 
paign headquarters in Springfield, partly on 
aceount of the present condition of his 
health, partly because of the expense such 
a course would involve. The Congressman 
was assured that he could count on the sen- 
timent of the entire Ninth Congressional 
District. The Galena Gazette has pub- 
lished an interview with Mr. Hitt in which 
he authorizes the use of his name as a can- 
didate for the Senatorship. 

Mason Opens His Headquarters. 

Mr. Mason was also awake yesterday. He 
opened headquarters in the Briggs House, 
securing Parlor E, a commodiyus room, 
His quarters were crowded the greater part 
of the cay by friends and active workers in 
his behalf. A large flag was draped across - 
one of the walls, and just above it hangs a 
large picture of Mr. Mason. 

David W. Medbury and Clark B&B. Tisdeli 
were in charge. They were busy all through 
the day receiving visitors and taking care 
of an evidently large correspondence. 
Among Mr. Mason's visitors were Segator 
H. H. Kingsbury of Olney, and Representa- 
tives Dcugherty of Peoria, Wilson of Schuy- 
ler County, and Houghton of Henry County. 

It was clear that Congressmah Hitt’s an- 
nouncement of his candidacy was heard 
with deep interest in the Mason headquar- 
ters. Likewise it stirred up talk among the 
Madden workers, and there was no end of 
speculation as to the effect it would have on 
the fortunes of the Cook County aspirants, 

The friends of the leading candidate have 
hitherto professed to believe that Mr. Hitt, 
because of his health, would not become a 
candidate.

AUTHORIZE JUNIOR KNIGHTS OF LABOR 


General Assembly Decides to Com- 
mence Legal Action Against Seced- 
ing Organizations in Chicago. 


Rochester, N. Y., Nev. 13.—In the meeting 
of the General Assembly of the Knights of 
Labor today the entire morning was taken 
up by the Committee on Law. 

The principal measure passed was the 
changing of the constitution in regard to the 
formation of junior assemblies. This per- 
mits the organization of persons from 14 to 
21 yearsof age into a junior assembly. The 
report as passcd will now be submitted to the 
referendum. 

The assembly also decided to take legal 
steps to restrain other labor organizations 
from using the’ property and name of the 
Knights of Labor, seceders from the knights 
having in some cases taken the name and 
property of that order upon the formation 
of a new organization.

SUES FOR $29,500 OF INSURANCE. 


John H. Greene of the Wabash Rail- 
road Brings Suit Against Five 
Different Companies. . 


John H. Greene has begun suit in the 
Superior Court to recover $7,000 from the 
Standard Life and Accident company, $10,- 
000 from the United States Casualty com- 
pany, $5,000 from the Star Accident Insur- 
ance company, $5,000 from the National 
Accident Society, and $2,500 from the Pa- 
citie Mutual Life Insuraiice company. 

The plaintiff claims the companies refuse 
to settle with him for the loss of a foot last 
spring, although a number of other com- 
panies in which he was insured paid the 
amount of their’ policies in full. 

Mr. Greene is the Assistant General Pas- 
serger Agent of the Wabash railroad, and 
the accident occurred last May in the Mc- 
Vicker Buildtng while he and a friend were 
examining a shotgun. In attempting to

Populistic Leader in Kansas Talks 
Prophetically of Constitutional Re- 
forms That Are Likely to Be At- 
tempted in His State—Powers of 
Corporations to Be Greatly Cur- 
tailed and Reforms to Be Made in 
Taxation. 
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Overmyer, who seconded the nomination of 
Richard P. Bland in the Chicago convention 
and led the Democratic wing of the allied 
silver forces in Kansas in the late campaign, 
today outlined in an interview a new Consti- 
tution for the State of Kansas. 

The Populist leaders are planning for a 
constitutional convention, and as Overmyer 
is regarded as one of the ablest lawyers in 
his party, his utterances on the subject at 
this time are regarded somewhat in the nat- 
ure of a prophesy. That part of the inter- 
view relating to corporations is as follows: 

“The only legitimate office of a corpora- 
tion is the performance of some service not 
only public in its nature but of such magni- 
tude and permanency as to be impracticable 
of performance by private individuals. To 
organize corporations for carrying on ordi- 
nary commercial business or trade and thus 
crush competition should be absolutely for- 
bidden by the Constitution. Even the great 
enterprises which might properly be termed 
public should be permitted to incorporate 
only after finding by a public tribunal that 
the purposed corporation would be of public 
utility. The State should exact a share of 


ever as the price of the franchise. TheState 
should also have representation in the di- 
rectory of every such corporation. The 
State should have revisory and supervisory 
control of every act of every corporation in 
the interest of the people. Not only should 
the area of corporate activity be reduced fo 
minimum limits and corporate activity with- 
in those limits be the object of the watchful 
and vigilant supervisjon of the State, with 
participation in profits, but a heavy tax 
should be laid by the State upon annual in- 
comes above a certain amount. By a wise 
exercise of the taxing power the hclding of 
unoccupied lands for the purpose of specula- 
tion should be rendered unprofitabie. 

“The object of the Constitution should be 
to segregate, restrain, diminish, and dis 
solve grouped and overgrown power to pre- 
vent the grouping of power, to preserve 
competition, and thus preserve individual 
manhood.”’

“ANDREA CHENIER” A GREAT OPERA 


Initial Presentation by the Mapleson 
Company Is Favorably Received.

Mr. Justin Huntly McCarthy Jr. is ccr- 
tainly a man of considerable versatility. He 
has become famous as a member of Parlia- 
ment, as a novelist of some merit, and as 
the husband of Miss Cissie Loftus. He is 
not, however, likely to add luster to his 
name by his contributions to the stage, if 
one can take the play which was recently 
produced in London under his name as 4 
sample of what he is worth. 
Dodge ” is am adaptation from the French 
of M. Georges Feydeau and Maurice Henne- 
quin, and, like most adaptations of the sort, 
it loses in cleverness what it gains in 
decency. The plot turns upon a4 hypnotic 
trick by which a husband leaves his wife 
entranced while he disports himself with 
another married woman. Unfortunately he 
whispers his scheme to a friend who has 
just come back from Venezuela and who 
happens to be a former admirer of the 
hypnotized wife. Of course he takes the 
opportunity, and while the husband is away 
he rouses his old love from her trance and 
proffers his devotion. His advances are re 
jected, but in order to punish her husband, 
whose misdemeanors she has discovered, the 
woman pretends she had unwittingly ac- 
cepted them while under hypnotic influences, 
and so throws the blame upon her lord and 
master. 

It may easily be seen from this expurgated 
edition what the original must have been 
im point of indecency. For the latter, it 
may be urged that it is at all events amus- 
ing. For the adaptatiom no such plea can 
be advanced, because the exigencies of prep- 
aration for the English market have taken 
out the one point which gives a raison. d’étre 
to the comedy. And this is generally the 
way with adaptations from French com- 
edies; which makes it surprising that such 
a clever person as Mr. McCarthy should 
have taken the trouble to present “ His 
Little Dodge ’’ to the British public.

“A Flash in the Pan’”’ is a new play in 
four acts which was produced a week or 
two ago in Dublin by Mr. and Mrs.-Kemdal. 
It is hard to get any definite idea of its 
merits from the brief accounts which have 
reached us, but it is well worth noticing 
the performance because the play is written 
by Mr. Allen Upward, who is a novelist of 
high standing, although he is not widely 
known in this country. His best works, 
‘* The Prince of Balkistan "’ and “* The Crown 
of Straw,” both romantic novels, are su- 
perior to anything which has been written 
by Mr. Stanley Weyman or Mr. Conan Doyle 
(‘The White Company.”’ always excepted). 
“The Crown of Straw ”’ especially contains 
some intensely dramatic situations, and Mr. 
Upward may be heard from more promi- 
nently in the future. at 

The present production is a drama of a 
somewhat improbable nature, Gepending, as 
it does, for its main interest upon the re- 
venge sought by a young man whose father 
had been disgraced thirty years before 
upon the viliain who had accused the father 
of cheating at cards and so robbed him of 
his reputation. The revenge is carried out 
by engaging the villain’s son in a game 
of baccarat, where he loses: a large sum, to 
pay which he has to forge his father’s sig- 
nature. At the critical moment, however, 
the hero discovers the villain is also the 
father of the girl with whom he is in love. 
consequently he has ruined his sweetheart’s 
brother. So.the sweets of his long-looked- 
for vengeance turn to ashes in his mouth, 
and he even loses the girl he loves. Now it 
is obvious the story is of an unlikely char- 
acter, yet. the incidents are well arranged 
and the final climax is excellent. Instead of 
the usual felicitous ending, the motto of the 
play is enforced that love, like revenge, is 
merely a “ flash in the pan.”

‘‘La Partage ”’ is probably the chief novel- 
ty which has begged a hearing in Paris dur- 
ing the last fortnight. It isa drama of pas- 
sion by M. Albert Guinon, who is a young 
man and has no previous record of success, 
although he has written one or two plays. 
“La Partage” has been well received by 
the critics, yet it is hard to see exactly why. 
It is simply the old story of the “ ménage a 
trois "’ which seems to have an everlasting 
popularity upon the French stage. 

The first two acts retail some scenes of 
passion from the history of a young wife 
and her clandestine lover. The ol@ husband 
is warned, and finally detects the guilty 
pair in active embrace. In the last act the 
heroine follows the example of Camille and 
dies—which, perhaps, was thd wisest. thing 
she could do under the circumstances. There 
may have been something peculiar in the 
situations or the dialogue to delight the crit- 
ics; if not, it is hard to understand why this 
constant theme should find favor in Paris.

The work is ultra-modern. Its action is 
rapid and incessant. It is continuous in its 
absorbing interest and its appeals to the 
emotions. It is almost flawless In its dra- 
matic construction. In incident, in sugges- 
tion, in the words set to music, in charac- 
ter of race and period it is realism pure and 
simple. 

There is the careless nobility, dancing, 
and frolicking, while under its feet smolders 
the revolution. The mob of half-starved, 
half;frenzied creatures, ignorant as yet of 
its power, crawls in abject beggary before 
the lords and ladies, who are feasting, in 
utter ignorance of the terrible fate of the 
Rags kneel before silks and 
satins; in a year or so, with cockade in cap 
and sword dangling against half-bare legs, 


| these rags will sit as judges and condemn 


the wearers of satim coats and silk gowns to 
death. 

It is a historical drama enveloping a sad 
and sorrowful story of human love. 

The hero is Andrea Chenier, soldier, diplo- 
mat, and poet. He voiced the love of free- 
dom, the love of country, the wail of the op- 
pressed. He was an idol one day, the next 
he rode in a cart to the scaffold. 

Dramatic license has been used by the 
librettist—Luigi Illica—and to a permissible 
extent imaginative romance has been sub- 
stituted for historical truth, but the en- 
vironment of the period has been absolutely 
preserved. 

A single hearing is not sufficient to fully 
measure the true value of this score. lItis 
full of matter replete with original devices: 
fresh, vigorous, and individual, quaint in its 
unconventionality, in its departure from 
tradition. 

The music seems to fit the situation ina 
remarkable. manner. The melodic phrases 
are all significant; the melodies themselves 
are fluent. The contrast of joyful out- 
burst and tragic agitation is complete. — 

The scoring of the work is rich and ingen- 
ious. The Marseillaise is hummed, the Car- 
magnole is sounded, and the Caiva is woven 
into the choruses. Hoarse cries become 
melodious by their accompaniment in the or- 
chestra. The:-harp is used extensively to 
produce curious effects, with the drum and 
tympani and the bassoons joined. In it all 
the hand of the skilled master is apparent. 
It is the most important opera produced for 
many a year. 

The performance by the Maplesons was 
admirable. The honors were shared by 
Signor Ughetto, in a strong dramatic rdéle, 
Mme. Scalchi, in a character part in which 
she displayed unexpected acting abilities, 
by Mme. Bonaplata, Signors Durot and 
Dado, by the chorus, whose work is difficult, 
and by Signor Tagni, the youthful leader, 
whose efforts were worthy of a veteran 
maestro.

FRANCE URGED TO RECONCILIATION, 


Russian Good Offices in Allaying Hos- 
tility Toward Germany. 

London, Nov. 13.--The Daily News printsa 
dispatch from its Berlin correspondent say- 
ing that the German newspapers reproduce, 
evidently with the greatest degree of satis- 
faction, a significant article which has. ap- 
peared in the Viedomosti of St. Petersburg 
urging France to forget and forgive the 
acquirement of Alsace-Lorraine by Ger- 
many and to become reconciled with that 
country. 

The article ‘contends that the peace of 
Europe is only endangered by the indulgence 
by France in thoughts of revenge, and urges 
the French people to remember that other 
nations, especially Russia, Austria, and Ger- 
many,-have had to swallow various re- 
verses. — 

In conclusion the Viedomosti recalls the 
proofs repeatedly given by the German Em- 
peror of his readiness to approach France, 
and intimates that Russia would willingly 
act as mediator between the two nations 
ee her services in such capacity be de- 
sired.

President Kruger Will Make a Moder- 
ate Demand and Avoid Trouble. 

London, Novy. 14.—The correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph at Pretoria says: ‘ Presi- 
dent Kruger has informed me that the Ex- 
ecutive Council has not yet decided upon 
the amount of the Jameson raid indemnity, 
but that it will be a reasonable sum and the 
demand will be presented direct to the En- 
glish Government, which, he added, deals 
with the Chartered South Africa company.

Marie, Mich., Nov. 13.—The 
Canadian steamer Acadia, for whose safety 
serious aprehensions have been felt for sev- 
eral “days, lies ashore on the rocks near 


Michipicoten River, and will undoubtedly be | 


a total loss. The master of the steamer, 
Capt. Clifford, with four of the crew, reached 
port tonight in’ a sailboat belonging to the 
lighthouse department. They relate a fight 
for life since a week ago Thursday against 
cold and hunger in the bleak, desolate wilds 
on the Canadian shore of Lake Superior. 

The Acadia is a small steamer, measuring 
806 tons, owned by Robert O. and A. B. 
McKay of Hamilton, Ont. It loaded a cargo 
of about 20,000 bushels. of wheat at Fort 
William last Wednesday, consigned fpr 
Kingston. 

Capt. Clifford wusi seen tonight at the Can- 
adian Sault Ste. Marie, and related the ex- 
perience as follows: 

.** We left Fort Willlam at 11 o’cloeck on 
Wednesday, Nov. 4, and had a good run 
down Lake Superior until in the neighbor- 
hood of Michipicoten Island. Heavy weather 
Had set in, and as it was growing worse we 
were headed for Michipicoten River, to seek 
shelter in the bay at that place. A heavy 
snow-storm set in, and at 10 o’clock on 
thursday night we struck the bottom. In- 
vestigation proved that we were on rocks, 
and a hole had been broken in the hull. 


Land on an Inhospitable Shore. 

“ The wind shifted shortly after this, driv- 
ing the steamer still farther up on the rocks. 
The sea increased and it pounded heavily 
on the bottom. At 2 o’clock in the morning 
the pumps were stoppéd and the steamer 
allowed to settle on the bottom to prevent 
any further damage. Our crew, Which con- 
sisted of seventeen men, took a supply of 
provisions and bedding ashore. We con- 
structed a rude shelter on the beach near the 
steamer and remained there two days. The 
weather was very cold and all hands suf- 
fered. There was no habitation within many 
miles and the country was very rough and 
wooded. The weather moderated after two 
days, and leaving two men to watch the 
Steamer the remaining fifteen got into the 
two yawl boats and started out for the near- 
est port. 

“ The boats were well laden with men and 
provisions and rowing was a slow task. 
After traversing a distance of fifteen miles 
we arrived at Gargantua Saturday night. 
It did not seem possible to get to any place 
of safety with so many men in each boat, so, 
leaving enough provisions, four of us em- 


.bafked in the lighthouse tender, a sailboat, 


Sunday morning, to make a desperate at- 
tempt to reach Sault Ste. Marie. Westruck 
heavy weather and near Mamainoe we were 
forced to land again. The desolate character 
of the country continued, and our provisions 
ran low. Fortunately a settlement was dis- 
covered and we obtained flour there. 

“The weather moderated this morning 
sufficiently to allow us to make another 
start, and, being favored, we reached port 
this afternoon, all right. 


May Perish for Want of Food. 

“Il am afraid the men left at Gargantua 
will suffer from hunger if we are not ena- 
bled to reach them in a short time. There 
are twelve men there and their provisions 
will last them only two days longer. I hope, 
however, to be able to reach them in time.”’ 

Capt. Chamberlain and the members of 
his crew will leave tomorrow if the weather 
permits for the scene of the wreck. On the 
way he will pick up the men at Gargantua. 
An effort will be made to rescue the steamer 
if anything can be done forit. Capt. Cham- 
berlain is not certain as to its condition, as 
it all depends on the weather since he left. 

The experiences of the Acadid’s crew al- 
most parallel those of the steamer Missoula 
about a year ago. The Missoula, which was 
a wooden steamer of the Wilson fleet, was 
bound down Lake Superior with a cargo of 
wheat, when the shaft was broken. The 
steamer drifted for several days and finally 
sank after being storm-beaten in a danger- 
ous gale. The crew escaped to the boats 
and landed in about the same place. They 
finally reached the Soo after part of them 
had been left behind.

DEATH OF W. CLEAVER. A PIONEER. 


He Came to Chicago in 1834 and Had 
Ever Since Been Active in 
Business Here. 


William Cleaver, who came to Chicago 
in 1834, when the settlement contained less 
than 500 people, died at his home, No. 20 
East Forty-sixth street, yesterday morning 
at the age of $1. His funeral will take place 
on Sunday afternoon at 2 o’ciock at the 
family residence, interment being at Oak- 
woods. 

Born in London, England, in 1815, Mr. 
Cleaver came to Canada with his parents 
and located at Toronto in 1831. Three years 
later he came to Chicago and immediately 
started the Chicago soap and candle works 
on the river bank where is now the Madison 
street bridge. Two years later he opened a 
grocery store, his establishment being the 
second of the kind in the little settlement. 

In 1855 Mr. Cleaver, who jn 1849 had joined 
the gold seekers’ caravan to California, 
moved out to what is now Thirty-eighth 
street and Lake avenue, then called Cleaver- 
ville. Here he managed a general store and 
served as Postmaster, In 1878 he suffered a 
general financial loss, but soon after cleared 
up the wreck and established himself in the 
laundry business, in which he was engaged 
at the time of his death. 

Mr. Cleaver Was twice married, first to 
Mary Whiteley and after her death to Sophia 
Cc. Zimmerman, the latter marriage taking 
place in 1855. Six children survive him, 
three by each marriage. They are W. H..,

LOOK INTOMORGAN’S CASE 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS MUNN AND 
MARTIN VISIT DUNNING. 


Declare They Make the Investigation 
Informally and That They Know of 
Neo Purposed Action by the Board— 
Express Themselves as Pleased with 
What They Find—The Superintend- 
ent Explains His Administratien 
and Defends His Course. aos 


County Commissioners Munn and Martin 
yesterday visited the Dunning institutions 
to look into the rumored charges that Supt. 
Morgan's administration needed renova- 
tion. Both Commissioners denied making 
the investigation in the capacity of a com- 
mittee, and each took occasion to s@y he 
was well pleased with what he saw and did 
not take stock in the attack upon the Su- 
perintendent. 

“The rumor that Supt.”"Morgan was not 
doing his duty was news to me,” said Com- 
missioner Martin, *‘so0 I concluded to come 
out here quietly and look over the situation 
at leisure. Commissioner Munn finds him- 
self here today with the same purpose. A3 
far as I know, the board is not consider- 
ing either an attack upon the Superintendent 
or his removal. The agitation seems to be 
from the outside.”’ 

Commissioner Munn talked in the same 
way. 

Supt. Morgan said he was taking the 
rumors of an attack upon his administra- 
tion coolly. 

‘*I shall make no objection to giving up 
this position,’’ said Supt Morgan, “if an- 
other man is considered better for it, 50 
long as no attack is made upon me person- 
ally or the integrity of the work I have done 
here. My family would prefer me to return 
to the city, and in some ways it would be 
more grateful to myself. But I should con- 
test anybody’s charges which reflected upon 
sy henesty and merit of my administra- 

on, 

** What I have done speaks for my fidelity 
to my trust. When I took hold here eighteen 
months ago there was a deficit of $30,000, and 
the property wasin bad shape. This deficit 
not only has been wiped out, but there will 
be a balance of $40,000 from the $220,000 ap- 
propriation turned back to the board on Jan. 
1. This, too, in the face of a thorough rene- 
vation of the buildings, new water, and light 
fixtures being put in, a great deal of paint- 
ing being done, and other improvements 


which was squeezed out of the monthly al- 


lowance in addition to making up the deficit. 
Nof were the patients ever fed and clothed 
quite as well. They will say so themselves. 

“That talk of unusual whisky consump- 
tion is just inverted. Asa matter of fact, I

Then the members adjourned, satisfied with 
their night’s work, but with their routine 
business still undone. Yesterday afternoon 
they again convened and finished up In short 
order what business was left. The league 
decided before adjourning the sinking fund 
at the end of each season should be divided 


according to the account of each club instead 
of pro rata as formerly. 


Expulsion of Football Pinyers Sis- 
tained by Beard of Directors. 

The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Athletic Association, by a unanimous vote, 
at @ regular meeting held last evening 
dropped from the roll of the association the 
names of the six football players who played 
on the team of the Allegheny Athletic As- 
sociation at Pittsburg in the face of the of- 


.ficial protest of the President of the associa- 


tion and of Team Captain Thompson. 

The names of the expelled members are 
Paul Brown, W. H. Aldrich, H. G. Haddon, 
Ben Thomas, William Graver, and Dr. M. K. 
Stewart. Brown and Haddon were present 
at the meeting of the board representing 
the others of the six as well as themselves 
and were given half an hour in which to 
make a defense. 

They positively denied having received any 
money for playing at Pittsburg, and claimed 
that after having promised the Alleghenys 
to play with them they could not decently 
back out, even though President Potter and 
yy Thompson had appealed to them to 

0 80. 

There was a full meeting of the directors 
of the association and the case was thor- 
oughly discussed, The word of the players, 
to the effect they had not played for money, 
Was not combatted, but it was the unani- 
mous opinion of the board the men haéd all 
been guilty of insubordination in refusing 
to obey the orders of Capt. Thompson, who 
told them not to play, and of conduct preju- 
dicial to the reputation of the association in 
allowing themselves to be open to the sus- 
picion of professionalism. 

The wording of the resobution of expulsion, 
therefore, was not based on the ch&trge of 
professionalism. The order dropping them 
from the rolls was made on the ground of 
** insubordination and conduct prejudicial to 
the reputation of the association."’ The 
point was made in the consideration of the 
case that the Chicago Athletic Association 
could not afford to brook even so much as 
the appearance of evil in this connection. 

During the discussion of the matter it was 
developed that suspicion had rested more 
directly upon the players in view of the fact 
that Manager Thompson of the Allegheny 
club, and Assistant Manager Greenwood of 
the same organization, had made a money 
offer to the Chicago Athletic Asscciation 
team several weeks ago. This offer had been 
declined, and, so it was that when several 
members of the team were known to have 
gone to Pittsburg secretly and to be playing 
with the Alleghenys, they were naturally 
suspected of having gone there fora consid- 
eration. 


INDIANS OUT FOR WESTERN SCALPS.. 


Carlisiec and University of Cincinnati

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—The 
people of Cincinnati will have the privilege 
tomorrow of enjoying the greatest athletic 
treat of the year.

ORITICISES THE HARVARD STROKE. 


Lehmann, the English Coach, Watches 
the Crew at Work. 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 

Heavy rain did not prevent sé¢veral hundred 
Harvard students from giving R.C. Lehmann, 
the new English rowing coach, a hearty re- 
ception on his arrival from New York this 
afternoon in company with Capt. Goodrich 
of the crew and Francis Peabody Jr. 
‘Mr. Lehmann lost.no time, but went down 
to the river immediately to,see the crew at 
work. Six of the men wentjout in pair oars 
and Mr. Lehmann criticised their stroke and 
form quite severely. He tried to have them 
use a modified English stroke, such as is in 
vogue with the crack Leander club crew, of 
which he is the leading coach. It seemed to 
have less snap of the head and chin and more 
steady pull than the oné taught by Watson 
and Mumford to the Harvard crews of the 
last two years. 

The men seemed to find it harder and more 


exhaustive, though very likely this was on . 


account of its novelty. Mr. Lehmann said 
he was very anxious to get in as much work 
as possible before the river was closed by 
the ice. Then he will return to England for 
a time, coming back to Harvard in March. 

He will not coach Oxford or Leander this 
year.

He denied the rumor that he wanted a 
Harvard crew sent to Henley next year, but 
woeaung this would be done tn two or three 
yea 

The students will be addressed by Mr. 
Lehmann in a few days and a dinner will be 
given by prominent graduates interested in 
rowing. He will be on the river with the 
crews every day until he leaves.

William Milligan Sloane, professor of his- 
tory in Princeton University, has by one 
work written his name among the great 
historians. Those who followed his life of 
Napoleon through two years’ issues of the 
Century will be the first to subscribe to this 
statement. The first of the four stately vol- 
umes in which the work is to appear has 
just been issued. It is no disappointment.

Notable Study of Architecture. 
Furopean Architecture: A Historical 
Study. By Russell Sturgis. Illustrated. 
The Macmillan company. 

Excellent treatises on architecture have 
become frequent of late, but most of them 
have come from the other side of the At- 
lantic. It is a hopeful sign that one of the 
very best of these now springs from an 
American origin. Mr. Sturgis is the Presi- 
dent of the Fine Arts Federation of New 
York and a member of sundry similar bodies 
of local or national scope. He comes, there- 
fore, as one speaking with authority, and his 
volume of neerly 600 pages is an honor to 
American architectural scholarship. 

Mr. Sturgis begins by stating that in the 
present epoch no architectural style pre- 
vails. If we have any fault to find with his 
work it is that he neglects to point out how 
a new and distinctive style is developing in 
America. True, this does not strictly come 
under his title, but it is a logical corollary 
of his proposition that every great style has 
a central idea. The central idea of which 
the modern skyscraper comes as the first 
erude manifestation is this—the utmost 
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ranged in accordance with the matchless 
version of Edward FitzGerald. The work 
is in two volumes, with fine frontispiece por- 
traits of FitzGerald and Friederich von 
Bodenstedt. 

The first volume is largely taken up with 
an exhaustive introduction sketching Fitz- 
Gerald and the various other translators 
who have attempted to translate the 
Rubdéiyat from the days of Thomas Hyde 
to the present. All that is known of the 
Persian poet is woven into an interesting 
chapter. The Rub&iyat in the English, 
French, and German translations are then 
arranged in the most acces .ole form for 
comparison, and the versior. of FitzGerald's 
second edition also appears untrammeled 
with other materials. The second volume is 
composed of appendices in which each 
Rub&’iy is discussed separately. The order- 
ly mass of matter that Mr. Dole has brought 
together is as astonishing as it is interesting. 

That FitzGerald was as much the author 
as the translator is made more than ever ap- 
parent in this variorum edition. And in no 
stanza is it more apparent than in the first— 
especially in the original one of 1859, before 
he had tamed its magnificent daring: 
Awake! for morning in the bow! of night | 
Has flung the stone that puts the stars to flight: 

And lo! the hunter of the East has caught 
The Sultan's turret in a noose of light.

“It is better,’’ says Mr. Sturgis, ‘“‘ to sit 
at home with a plan and twenty photo- 
graphs, with a sense of what that architect: 
ure truly means, than it is, without that 
senbe, to visit the cathedral itself, or all the 
cathedrals in France.’’ There is muct 
truth in this, and the numerous and helpfu) 
fllustrations with which the author has em- 
bellished his spirited text are in conformity 
therewith. 

Mr. Sturgis catches the spirit as well as 
the technique of his subject. He has made 
an analytical study of all the chief styles 
of architecture—Greek, Byzantine, later 
Romanesque, Gothic, Renaissance, and all 
the minor movements connected with each. 
His method is to treat each style in each 
nation separately. The result is a remark- 
ably clear presentation of the whole stream 
of architectural thought, from its Doric be- 
ginnings to its final débouchement into the

Old-Time Dramatic Stars. 
Shakspeare’s Heroes on the Stage. By 


Charles E. L. Wingate. T. Y. Crowell 
& Co, 


This is a companion volume to the same 
author’s recent work, “ Shakspeare’s He- 
roines on the Stage.”". It takes up a number 
of the more familiar dramas—only seven in 
all, however—and in a light, sketchy manner, 
without attempt at literary effect, traces 
their history before the footlights. The 
plays covered are: “‘ Othello,” “‘ King Lear,” 
“The Merchant of Venice,’ 
“Coriolanus,”" “*‘ Macbeth,” and ‘“ Richard 
ItlI.”’ They comprise the Shakspearean 
characters in which actors of the greatest 
tragic strength have chosen to display their 
ve from the day of Burbage to the pres- 
ent. 

How did Garrick, Kemble, Kean, and the 
elder Booth play Othello, and why did they 
delight the fickle audiences of Covent Gar- 
den and Drury Lane? These are questions 
that nearly every one must have asked him- 
self as he has watched the self-torment of 
the Moor. To be sure, we know how writers 
of the day regarded them, what Cibber, and 
Hunt, and Hazlitt, and others have written 
of them; but they belonged to the epoch in 
which they lived, and even after we have

learned all they can tell, we are left in doubt 


whether we would not, if it were possible to 
attend an “all-star ” performance with the 
most renowned of them in the cast, pro- 
nounce them a lot of robustious rahters. 

Mr. Wingate’s work does not clear up this 
uncertainty. Indeed, he unconsciously 
adds to it. He is something of a good- 
humored iconoclast. Without doing harm 
to his subject by making invidious compari- 
song he takes his readers behind the scenedg, 
into the greenrooms where the players some- 
times bicker and quarrel, and even into the 
garrets where they often live. These quick 
glances through the glamour that always 
envelops “‘the golden past” go far toward 
making the work entertaining. 

The author has gone to great pains in col- 
lecting rare portraits, and with these the 
book is elaborately illustrated. There are 
pictures of Burbage, Betterton, and Cibber 
which are not easy to find nowadays: and a 
number of famous actors in character, show- 
ing what crude ideas prevailed a century 
and a half ago as to stage costuming. One 
Picture is of Quin dressed in a tunic, with 
figring hooped skirts, and plumes two feet 
high—his costume in “ Coriolanus.’’

GAIN IN ALLEY TRAFFIC. 


SOME OF THE LOSS OF PRECEDING 
MONTHS MADE UP. 


Daily Average of 39,000 During Octo- 


ber as Compared with 31,456 in Sep- 
tember and 27,356 fer August— 
Available Cash Balance of $360,000 


—Some Opposition to Moore Settle- 


ment Develppe nary im the 
Bond Market. 


According to the report of Receiver. Hop- 
kins the Alley “L” carried during the 
month of October 39,000 passengers a day, 
which makes a good showing as compared 
with the report for September and August. 
During the month of August the road car- 
ried 27,35" passengers a day, the lowest 
number carried in any month since the line 
was put In operation. There was some im- 
provement for the month of September, 
when the traffic showed an average of 31,456 
passengers a day. During the month of 
October the Alley *“L” carried a total of 
1,211,790 passengers. The operating ex- 
penses amounted to 65.4 per cent of the 
total receipts, as compared with 66 per cent 
for September. The increase in the traffic 
was due largely to the cold weather, which 
always causes people to desert the surface 
lines for the elevated roads. 

During the month there were a number 
of entertainments at the Coliseum which 
proved of considerable benefit to the road. 
There was a circus for two weeks, ending 
with the last day in October, and this drew 
large crowds of people. The same causes 
which tended to increase traffic during the 
month of October have operated for the 
benefit of the system during the first half 
of November. The weather has been suf- 


ficiently inclement to cause people to leave | 


the surface lines for the elevated trains, and 
THE TRIBUNE bulletins displayed in the 
Coliseum on election night drew the largest 
crowd of people the Coliseum has ever taken 
care of. A considerable portion of the peo- 
ple who saw the election returns on the 
night of Nov. 8 patronized the Alley “ L,” 
and reports are that on that night the road 
had an immense increase in the amount of 
its traffic.

Cash May Ge for Improvements. 

The receiver, according to the report filed 
in court yesterday, now has in his posses- 
sion $257,986. The Northern Trust company 
has $106,000, the property of the Alley “LL” 
company, and under the foreclosure by the 
bondholders this money becomes the prop- 
erty. of the bondholders. This gives the two 
committees a little over $360,000, from which, 
however, must be paid the expenses of the 
foreclosure suits. While these will be heavy 
there will still be left a considerable sum of 
money which will be available as soon as the 
order of court is entered finally approving 
the foreclosure sale and as soon as the new 
company is organized and takes over the 
property. .This sum will go a long way to- 
ward the cost of changing the line to an 
electric road. It will not pay the entire ex- 
pense, but the amount that will be lacking 
will be comparatively small. The cost of 
converting the Lake Street road to electric 
power has been less than $300,000. The Lake 
Street road, however, did not build a power 
plant. 

Some of the bondholders in the Alley “ L” 
are opposed to the plan of reorganization as 
proposed by the two committees, even if it 
should meet with the approval of the stock- 
holders and should induce them to stand an 
assessment of $20 a share for needed im- 
provements and extension. Some of ‘the 
bondholders desire the company should equip 
the road with electricity, using the money 
on hand so far as it will go and borrowing 
whatever is lacking. There is a possibility 
that this will be done. The official notice of 
the plan of reorganization will not go out to 
stockholders before next week, and it will be 
some time before ft is known whether the 
required 80 per cent of the stockholders will 
join in the reorganization under the pro- 
posed plan. 

Some Oppose a Settlement. 

Attorneys who kave been consulted by 


brokers interested in the Moore failure have [ 


given it as their opinion a settlement can be 
effected with the Moores without the brok- 
ers losing their right to bring action against 
the members of the pool which was back of 
the Mooresin the Match and Biscuit specula- 
tion. This was the report made at the meet- 
ing of brokers yesterday in the offices of 
the Moores, held for the purpose of bringing 
about a settlement of the claims against 
the Moores. There were not many brokers 
present, but those who were gave their 
formal assent to the plan. It is said the 
plan will be accepted by all the brokers, 
within the next few days. Some ofthe brok-| 
ers, however, do not seem inclined to take 
this hopeful ‘view of the situation. In fact 
some of them have announced they will 
not settle on the basis of the Moores’ offer. 
A number of those who were most opposed 
to the making of a settlement on the terms 
presented have come around, however, and 
are now ready to become partiestoit. Those 
who favor it have faith in its being ultimate- 
ly carried through to a conclusion. Some of 
the opposition that has developed is from 
brokers who believe a settlement with the 
Moores would entirely wipe out the chance 
of coming down upon the pool members. 
Those who entertain this view of the situa- 
tion say they will prefer to wait awhile be- 
fore permitting the Moores to make set- 
tlements. The members of the pool are 
known to all the brokers who are interested. 
It is mere heresay, however, and if at any 
time it was desired to attempt to hold them 
responsible for the losses occasioned through 
the Moores it would become necessary to 
bring suit in the name of the Moores. This 
will be the feature that will prevent a set- 
tlement if the settlement Is not made. 

On bear news from New York and on 
lower London cables stocks on the local 
Stock Exchange and in New York showed 
some weakness yesterday. It was more pro- 
nounced in the New York securities than in 
local stocks. Diamond Match sold at 187, 
New York Biscuit at from 61 to 62, West

If that fails an effort may be 
made to set up a new party with the gradu- 
ated income tax as 4 specialty. 


norant of the fact that the voters passed on 
this income tax question, along with some 
other questions, on the 3d of November, and 
gave an adverse decision. 

The Populists demanded a graduated in- 
come tax in their St. Louis platform this 
year. The Chicago convention indorsed the 
income tax law adopted by the last Con- 
gress, which the Supreme Court held to be 
unconstitutional. That convention declared 
also that in the event of Popocratic suecess 
the Supreme Court must be reconstructed, 
so that it would uphold qa new income tax 
law. 

The people voted down these Populist and 
Popocrat proposals, so it will be useless for 
the Knights of Labor to ask the next Con- 
gress for income tax legislation. What the 
Democratic party may demand regarding 
this question four years hence cannot be told 
now. The Peopulists will certainly renew 
their demand for an income tax. So Sov- 
ereign, McGuire, et al., need not go to the 
trouble of getting up a new party. 

But they might devote a little time to 
answering certain objections to an income 
tax, which are entirely independent of the 
question as to its constitutionality, which 
was passed on by the Supreme Court. 

In the first place, the United States is not 
obliged to resort to an income tax to obtain 
reyenue. Engiand is. She is a free trade 
country, and that limits her customs re- 
ceipts to the proceeds of duties on tobacco, 
spirits, tea, and two or three other articles. 
The revenue which this country needs can 
and ought to be obtained from customs 
duties and internal revenue taxes. 

In the next place—and this is a matter of 
much more consequence—the income tax 
law of 1894 was grossly and designedly in- 
equitable. It was framed to let the many 
escape and catch the few. The meshes of 
the net were madeso large that about every- 
body in the South and West would have 
slipped through. The greatest number of 
captures would have been made east of the 
Alleghanies. 

All taxation of real and personal prop- 
erty for State and municipal purposes is 
based on the theory that equal property 
values receive equal proteetion and should 
pay equal taxes. He whe has a hundred 
thousand dollars’ werth of property is ex- 
pected to pay a tax the amount of which isa 
hundred times that paid by a person whose 
property is valued at a thousand dollars. 
The former has had a hundred times more 
protection than the latter. 

But the income tax law led off with an 
exemption. from taxation of $4,000. Who- 
ever had an inepme of only $4,000 paid 
nothing. The owner of real estate valued 
at. $100,000 cannot get more thah $4,000 net 
out of it annually. So this exemption of 
$4,000 meant that the owner of $100,000 
worth of property need pay nothing. 

All who had more than $100,000 were to 
be punished because they had more. Those 

who had only $100,000 were to pay nothing, 
though protected by the government. That 
was outrageously .unfair, and that unfair- 
ness was intentional. It was the desire of 
the framers of the law to put burdens on 
some sections and some persons from which 
other sections and persons were relieved. 

The exemption was monstrous. In En- 
gland it is $730. In Prussia it is much less 

than that. Virginia has an income tax with 
a $600 exemption, and yet the Democratic 


eral law with a $4,000 exemption. They 
knew that would let out about every Vir- 
girfian. 

Any income tax law should have an ex- 
emption clause. There is a point where the 
income is so small that it does not pay to 
assess and collect a tax. That point is 
about $600. As the exemption increases it 
becomes increasingly inequitable. 

As for the graduated income tax, which 
the Populists and Knights of Labor de- 
mand, it would be infinitely more unjust 
than the level income tax with its $4,000 
exemption. The only Object of such a tax, 
often avowed by those who favor it, is to 
confiscate the kecumulated capital of the 
country and squander it on the drones. 
The proposition reeks of socialism and ai- 
archy, and the men who favor it, like Sov- 
ereign, are but thinly disguised Anarchists. 

If they had their way they would tax the 
wage fund out of existence, transferring it 
from the hands of the employers of labor 
to those of the State, to be lavished by it on 
the worthless idlers. 

Then when the capital reproductively em- 
ployed now had been diverted to other uses, 
what would the condition of the wage- 
earners be? It would be miserable beyond 
description. But that does not disturb the 
demagogues who run the Knights of Labor. 
They are getting big salaries from their 
dupes now, and they believe that if ever the 
system of confiscation they favor were 
adopted they would share in the division of 
the spoils. 


CLEVELAND'S DUTY TO THE CUBANS. 

The Navy Department of the government 
® displaying unusual energy in preparing 
che fleet of warships for sea, and there is a 
widespread belief that this action is being 
taken in anticipation of possible trouble 
with Spain. None of the officials will admit 
that there is any foundation for these war 
rumors, but if they were true the denials 
would be just as strong, so that judgment 
must be based on action alone. Whatever 
the outcome it/is a wise policy to get our 
fleet in such a condition that it would be 
impossible for Spain suddenly to rush in 
and bombard our unprotected ports. It is 
worth while to work night and day, as it is 

reported the men in the Brooklyn navy yard. 
are doing, in order to obtain this protection. 
Spain is capable of any rashness, and even 
if war is not imminent while the Cuban in- 
surrection is in progress there is danger at 
any €ime of a rupture of the peaceful rela- 
tions existing | between this country and 
Spain. 

But it is not enough to get our ships in 
fighting trim. President Cleveland should 
recognize the belligerent rights of the Cuban 
insurgents, and recognize them now. He 
should also recognize their independence, 
and lose no time about it. He ought to 
have taken this action longago. ‘The people 
of the United States, by every form of pub 
lic and private appeal, and even by the 
united action of Congress. called upon him

he has yet failed to respond. He is still the 


President of the United States, and it is 
not too late to rectify the gross omission. 
Spain was not slow to recognize the Con- 
federates, and there is no valid reason why 
the Cubans should not have been recognized 
months ago by us. That is the weak spot 
in Cleveland’s foreign policy, and he should 
strengthen it before he goes ont of office. 
There should be no hesitation simply be- 
cause Spain in her heat might proclaim war. 


‘Phe United States would haye no difficulty 


in whipping Spain if that country should 
presume to test our strength. We have 
better ships and more of them than Spain, 
and it would not be long after the beginning 
of such a war that the Cubans wouid pos- 
sess the entire island and the Spanish army 
would be imploring for transportation home. 

It would be vastly more honorablé in the 
United States to set its navy to humbling 
Spain than to continue the present work of 
acting the spy and policeman for that coun- 
try. Its mission seems now to be only to 
capture petty consignments of supplies and 
ammunition sent by Cuban svmpathizers in 
this country to the fighting patriots. If 
Cleveland is deterred from acting the manly 
part asked of him: by-the people be repre- 
sents because he fears to bequeath a war to 
his successor in office he should hesitate no 
longer. A war with Spain begun withina 
reasonable time would be finished before the 
inauguration 6f McKinley. And even if it 
should lapse over into the next administra- 
tion President McKinley would accept the 
legacy cheerfully and proceed to whip the 
Spaniards out of their boots. 


STICK TO THE ELECTORAL SYSTEM. 

In 1876, on the face of the returns, Tilden 
received a plurality of the popular vote and 
yet failed of an election. That caused the 
Democrats to clamor for a time for the 
amending of the Constitution so that Presi- 
dents might be chosen by the popular vote 
instead of the Electoral vote. 

Since then that proposition has been in- 
dorsed occasionally in party platforms. 
The Fopulists have favored it and so have 
the Prohibitionists. It has also been com- 
mended by men who deemed the Electoral 
system clumsy and faulty, and who were 
caught by the seeming simplicity and fair- 
ness of a direct popular vote. 

The latest appeal for a change in the 
mode of election comes from the Phila- 
delphia Ledger. It dwells on the fact that, 
notwithstanding McKinley’s vast plurality 
of the popular vote, he would have failed to 
receive a majority of the Blectoral vote “ if 
a half dozen or more States which gave him 
small or comparatively small majorities had 
gone the other way.” 

Troubled over something, which might 
have happened, but did not happen, the 
Ledger states that— 

The sixteenth amendment to the Constitution 
should provide for the abolition of the Blectoral 
College and for the election of the President by 
the direet vote’of the people, the candidate re- 
ceiving a majority or a plurality of all the votes 
cast from one end of the land to the other to be 
declared elected. What is needed is an amend- 
ment deciding that the right of citizens to have 
he 
voters decisive of the choice of any candidkte 
shall not be abridged by a system which, in one 
State, makes a change of 600 votes the gain or 
loss of thirty-six Electoral votes out of the small 


number of 447, and in another the gain or loss af 
only three Electoral votes. 


There are many features connected with 
the present Electoral system which do not 
seem quite equitable. Nevada, with 45,000 
inhabitants, chooses three Electors, or one 
for every 15,000 people. Dllinois, with over 
3,800,000 inhabitants, has one Elector for 
every 160,000 people. A Nevada vote has 
more than ten times tHe weight of an IIli- 
nois vote. 

On the other hand,.the “odd man” in 
Illinois decides which candidate shall have 
twenty-four Electoral yotes. The “ odd 
man” in Nevada disposes of only three 
Electoral votes. The “odd man” in New 


‘York, which has thirty-six Electors, may 


neutralize vast popular majorities the other 
way in Illinois and Wisconsin, which have 
thirty-six Hlectoral votes between them. 

A few voters in a large State do seem to be 
able to exercise a disproportionate influence. 
That is inevitable as long as the system of 
chdosing Electors on a general ticket is ad- 
hered to. Their choice by Congressional 
districts would make the popular and the 
‘Electoral vote agree more closely. 

No party, however, Will consent to make 
this change in a State in which it expects 
to be in the majority. If the change were 
made it would furnish still another incentive 
for the gerrymandering of Congressional 
districts. 

But, while the Electoral system has its 
admitted defects, the question is whether 
the popular vote method would not have its 
defects also, and more serious defects at 


‘that. 


Whenever this proposition has been urged 
in the past THrE i RIBUNE has contended 
that it was idle to talk of electing a Presi- 
dent by the popular vote as long as Southern 
Democrats would not allow the votes of the 
black Republicans of their States to be 
east. They have often counted thase votes, 
though not cast at all, for their own candi- 
dates. 

If these colored men had been allowed to 
yote and have their votes counted at tlie 
late election McKinley's plurality would 
have been a million and a half instead of a 
million. He would have carried, with the 
nid of the sound money whites, South Caro- 
lina, .Mississippi, Louisiana, Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, and Alabama. ~ 

There is fraud enough committed already. 
The election of a President by the popular 
vote would be an inducement to poll fraudu- 
lent votes everywhere. There is nothing to 
be gained at present by stufling the ballot 
boxes in Texas. The Democratic majority 
there is so great that illegal votes can count 
for nothing. But if a fraudulent Demo- 
cratic vote in Texas could nullify an hon- 
est Republican vote in Illinois, then Texas, 
Arkansas, an: other States would roll up 
illimitable dishonest majorities for a Demo- 
cratic Presidential candidate,

The party beatem by only %400 votes at 
one election would leave nothing undone to 
swell its vefe at the next election.

There would be cheating after the elec- 
tion as well as at the election if it seemed 
likely from the early returns that the plu- 
rality was to be small. In 1888, 1892, and 
this year it was known election day night 
who had secured the most Electoral votes. 
There was no protracted agony over the 
result. It was not necessary to wait for 
returns from a back county in Texas or 
Wyoming. 

‘If the election were determined by the 
popular vote the remote sections would not 
be heard from till long after election day. 
The returns from them would be held back 
to be padded if necessary. Then the result, 
if close, could not. be determined until the 
ballots had all been canvassed, which would 
take four weeks in Texas. Dishonest can- 


vassing boards, knowing how many votes 
were needed to elect a President, would 
supply them. 3 

There are other reasons why a change to 
the direct vote system should not be ma 
but the above are sufficient. It would not 
be as fair, all things considered, as the 
present mode, and ‘would be far more pro- 
_Yocatiye of fraud and strife. 


BRYAN’S CHANCE GONE FOREVER. 

Bryan writes to a Dr. Holt of West Vir- 
ginia, a Republican free silver pervert, and 
urges him to keep on with the discussion 
of the silver question, * which ig bound to 
win in the end.” 

What makes Bryan think so? What 
makes him believe that.the American peo- 
ple will reconsider at any future time their 
clearly expressed determination of the id 
of November not to adopt silver monomet- 


| allism, and have a currency the value. of 


which would be fixed by Lombard street, 
and which would have te be accepted ip 
satisfaction of existing contracts? 

The minds of the people had been poi- 
soned by the flood of free silver literature 
and oratory poured out during the last few 
years, the evil effects of which too little 
had heen done to counteract, Yet when 
the question was put to them squarely 
whether they would adopt silver monomet- 
allism, and cheat every creditor, they voted 
in the negative, A million more men yoted 
for McKinley than for Bryan, 

That was the outcome of four months’ 
discussion.. What then will the outcome of 
four years’ discussion be? For the sound 
money men do not mean to be as supine 
in the future as they have been in the past. 
Since Bryan is going to keep up the fight 
his opponents ~re going todosoalso, They 
are not to ~~ eaught napping again, 

The result will be that if Bryan runs in 
1906—of which there is very little proba- 
bility—he will hardly get an Electoral ryote, 
So- great has been the effect on the popular 
mind of the revival of confidence since his 
defeat that if the question were to be re- 
submitted to the voters today the popular 
majority against Bryan would be doubled, 
and he would lose, in the South and else- 
where, several of the States he carried. 

Bryan does not seem to understand yet 
that he made a sudden dash for victory 
before the question was fully understood 
by the people—and failed. Success is im- 
possible when they do understand the ques- 
tion. They see that the kind of “ relief for 
debtors’ which is the burden of his song 
involves a breach of the decalogue and a 
violation of the plainest precepts of mor- 
ality. 

- That ends Bryan and Bryanism as far as 
the people of the United States are, con- 
cerned. Bryan may not appreciate this. As 
he has no moral ideas worth mentiening 
this is quite probable. But it will gradu- 
ally betome clearer to him that he and his 
pet policy are dead. The “ gallant chief- 
tain" of 1896 will be spoken of by his own 
party in a few months as “that hopeless 
failure, Bryan.” 

GRANT THE INCREASE TO THE ARMY 

Gen. Miles, in his annual report, renews 
his request for an increase of 10,000 men 
inthe army. His request is reasonable and 
should be complied with by Congress. Itis 
notorious that the army at present is over- 
officered and undermanned. The entire in- 
crease desired by Gen. Miles can be made 
by simply filling up the regiments to their 
proper and maximum strength. No more 
officers will be required, and the added ex- 
pense, therefore, will be comparatively 
slight—only the rations, pay, and clothing 
of the men. 

Moreover, many more men will be needed 
to man the enlarged fortifications along the 
coast line, and there should be no delay in 
taking this obviously necessary step. 

The foreign relations of the United States 

during the last year must have impressed 
the lesson that this country is too rich to 
try to get along with a small insurance 
against war. There has been an awaken- 
ing under pressure to the needs of the navy 
and coast fortifications, and a good begin- 
ning has been made toward affording us 
some adequate security against the possible 
attack of hostile fleets. It is justi as neces- 
sary to keep our army up to a strength that 
will afford us a similar protection on land, 
Soldiers cannot be made and disciplined 
and taught to handle heavy guns in a day, 
and it would be the height of folly to at- 
tempt petty economies in this department of 
the government. 
_ Gen. Miles has pointed out where there is 
a weakness, and the department should lose 
no time in granting the strengthening force, 
Until all these defensive points are cared 
for we are not in a position to hold up our 
head as a Nation and assert our rights. It 
should never be possible again for foreign- 
ers to poke fun at our warlike attitude as 
they did last year because of our hopeless 
inability at that time to defend our coast 
line from total annihilation. 

The artillery regiments should be given 
their full strength at once, so that the forti- 
fications now being completed may be 
manned. No more officers will be required. 
There@s an urgent need of privates. Big 
guus, even though mounted behind strong 
earthworks, are of no use unless there are 
men at hand trained to use them.

CHANCE FOR CHICAGO'S CONGRESSMEN, 

In attempts to explaih the deadly effects 
of cigaret smoking it is stated often that 
arsenic is contained in the wrappers and 
opium mixed in with the tobacco so that a 
taste for that insidious drug is engendered. 
Whether it be arsenic, or opium, or other 
drugs, it is certain that some poison is put 
in the cigarets which acts like a blight on 
the health of the boys who smoke them. 
It is a crime to permit the further con- 
sumption of these doctored weeds by the 
youth of the land. All the laws thus far 
enacted in most communities to suppress 
the evil have not been availing. There is 
such a law in Chicago, but it might as well 
never. have been enacted. It is so absurd 


to expect a handful of policemen to detect | 


violators of such a law that not even an 
attempt to enforce it is made. 

There is a measure that could be taken, 
however, that ‘ould certainly lessen the 
evil greatly. It was proposed by Congress- 
man Woodman of this city to put a heavy 
tax on cigarets—not a prohibitory tax, for 
that would be evaded, but one which would 
be three or four times the present tax, so 
that the price: would be much increased. 
This would remove the poison from the 
easy,reach of the small boy who now in- 
duiges his vice with the outlay of a few cop- 
pers. With the decrease in consumption 
would come also a certain increase in reve- 
nue, so that two benefits would be acquired 
by the action. The chief, of course, 
would be that the rising generation would 
be rescued partly from the physical and 
mental decay which the continued smoking 
of cigarets produces. On this point there 
is no difference of opindn. The testimony 
of teachers and of all others who come in 
contact with a considerable number of 
boys is unanimous in declaring that this 
habit is the most serious menace the youth 
of the land has to confront. It is necessary 
to protect these children from themselves, 
and this Fedcral plan seems a desirable be-

SOME INCOMPLETE RESOLUTIONS. 

The Farmers’ National Congress, in 8e8- 
sion at Indianapolis, has adopted the fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas, The general consensus of opinion of 
the people of the United States that gold and sil- 
ver coin’on a just parity of value should be equally 
monéy of ultimate redemption without Umit, in 
which this Farmers’ National Congress concurs, 
but differences of opinion exist as to the methods 
by which this policy can be secured; and 

Whereas, The recent election resulted in favor 
of bimetallism by international commercial na- 
tions; thérefore 

Resolved, That the Farmers’ National Congress 
urgently requests the incoming administration of 
the National Government speedily to adopt all 
practicable methods to obtain the concurrence of 
a sufficient number of nations to secure interna- 
tional bimetallism, with the unlimited coinage of 
gold and silver as equally money of ultimate re- 
demption, and thereby to restore bimetallic prices 
for the world's commerce. 

All schemes for the free coinage of silver 
which do not provide for putting a gold 
dollar’s worth of silyer into the silver dol- 
lar mean silver monometallism and a dollar 
the value or purchasing power of which jis 
fixed by the British plutocrats in Lombard 
street. 

For the last three or four years the ratio 
which would secure bimetallism has been 
from 30 to 1 up to 82 to 1, where it is now. 
Therefore it is useless to dream of an inter- 
national bimetallic agreement for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, or 
at any ratio except that which will put a 
gold dollar's worth of silver in the silver 
dollar. 

No agreement which leaves that condition 
out will be worth a copper. For the gold 
dollar will not circulate if its intrinsic value 
is greater than that of the free silver dollar 
Then there will be 
no concurrent cireulation of the two metals 
and no bimetallism.. : 

The Farmers’ Congress -should have 
anftended iis resolution and called for the 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver only on 
the basis of the commercial ratio, if that can 
be secured by an international agreement, 


THE latest discoverer of the secret of per- 
petual motion is Achille Beloin of Biddeford, 
Me., and certainly he is well qualified in 
name to step at once among the geniuses of 
the century. Achille does not claim to bea 
scientist, but an educated dreamer. He 
dreamt he had made a machine that would 
split the wood or rock a cradle with equai 
facility, and when he awoke he-proceeded to 
carry out the suggestions of his dream, As 
usual with discoverers of this secret he is 
reticent about details, but these afté@r all are 
immaterial. It is a well-known fact that 
‘*the hand that rocks the cradle is the ruler 
of the world,’’ and there is no reason why a 
perpetual motion machine that performs the 
same office should not aspire to the same 
dizzy eminence. Then again a large number 
of distinguished Americans who are at pres- 
ent employing much valuable time sawing 
and otherwise disposing of wood should be 
willing to pay liberally for a device which 
can be trusted to attend to this little matter 
diligently without the presence of an over- 
seer. As Achille’s machine seems especial- 
ly devised for these two important functicns, 
and as no discrimination against either sex 
has been attempted in fixing the confines of 
its usefulness, there seems no reason why 
Achille should not become a magnate unless 
he chances to dream again and find it is all 
a delusion. 


IF it be true, as reported in a dispatch from

CHANGE FOR THE BETTER WITHIN 
A WEEPK IS PHENOMENAL, 


Five Handred Establishments Have 
ae Opened or Have Materially En- 
larged Their Force—Number of Men 
Put to Work Means an Increase in 
Parchases for Consumption—For- 
eign Need of American Wheat Con- 
tinues an Important Factor. , 


New York, Dec. 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow willsay: 
*No one ¢oubts that the brighter day is 
dawning, and it is the common remark that 
never before has business shown so great a 
change for the better within a single week. 
Dispatches telling of about 500 establish- 
ments which have opened or to have ma- 
terially enlarged their force, though they 
fil many columns, give only part of the 
facts, for throughout the country the gain 
has been surprising even tothe most hope- 
ful.’ It is not mere speculation of hope 
which lights the fires and starts the wheels, 
for orders which have been accumulating 
for months with the necessary replenishment 
of dealers’ stocks, now greatly reduced, 
would employ the whole producing force for 
a time, and the increase in number of hands 
at work means increase in purchases for 
consumption.

Feature of the Week the Transfer of 
Attention to Weaker Securities. 

New York, Nov. 13.—Bradstreet’s review 
of the New York stock market tomorrow will 
say: 

Public interest and buying power have 
continued to increase during the week and 
were reflected inthe general advance of 
stock market values and the decided broad- 
ening of speculative activity. On the other 
hand a large section of the professional ele- 
ment in Wall street has opposed the advance 
and either worked for a reaction or indulged 
in short sales. 

One of the features of the week was the 
renewed activity and strength in many of 
the long dormant securities, and especially 
in stocks that have been selling at low fig- 
ures. This was partly the result of manip- 
ulation by pools and parties in interest and 
partly the transfer of the buying demand, 
both public and professional, ta a class of se- 
ecurities which had not yet moved in pro- 
portion to the rise in the more active classes, 

This renewed interest in the low-priced 
stocks has, indeeil, been the chief feature 
of the week. London’s purchases were large- 
ly in this class. 

The leading speculative stocks were af- 
fected more or less by the disposition of 
professional interests to work for lower 
prices. 


CURRENCY REFORM SCHEME IN RUSSIA 


New Gold Coinage to Correspond Ex- 
actly with the Present Valuc of 
‘the Silwer Ruble. 


IN DORMANT STOCKS. 


Berlin Correspondence London Times: I 
have received the following communication 


from St. Petersburg: 

“It is pretty generally known that it was 
the intention of the Russian Minister of F'i- 
nance to lay his scheme of currency reform 
before the Council of State this autumn. Pri- 
vate intelligence is now to hand that the re- 
form is to be postponed for the present, and 
this, it is said, is due to the initiative of the 
Emperor himself, The proposed reform of 
the Russian currency, on which whole vol- 
umes have been published by disputants in 
the Russian press, is, briefly, the introduc- 
tion of a new gold coinage to correspond ex- 
actly with the present valué of the silver and 
its equivalent, the paper ruble. Having ap- 
proximately some 700,000,000 of gold as 
against about 1,000,000,000 of paper, this 
scheme is considered officially to be perfectly 
feasible. This would complete M. Witte’s 
restoration of a metallic currency.which he 
has already begun by the compulsory eircu- 
latiom of the silver ruble at a par with its 
paper equivalent and of the old gold pieces 
of five and ten rubles respectively at a pre- 
mium fixed by him for twelve months in ad- 
vdnee. The fixed premium on these two 
gold pieces of the nominal value of five and 
ten rubles is at present two rubles fifty ko- 
peks, and five rubles in silver or paper, which 
is a great advantage in commercial trans- 
actions, as it guarantees traders against the 
excessive variations in the market value of 
the paper ruble which took place formerly. 
Besides this, certain new gold assignats, or 
paper representing rubles in gold, have been 
issued, which bankers at first refused to re- 
ceive until they were compelled to do so by 
threats of retaliation through the State 
Bank, M. Witte not being a very amiable 
personage when he finds his purposes 
thwarted. 

“The new gold coins which it Is proposed 
to introduce would be smaller and made to 
correapond ruble for ruble with the present 
paper and silver, while the smaller paper 
notes would be withdrawn from circulation. 
Meanwhile the Ministry of Finance is offer- 
ing to purchase bullion ‘and foreign gold at 

ertain rates already announced in the 

imes. Some twenty tons of newly coined 
silver are coming here every fortnight in 
English steamers from France, and new cop- 
per coinage is being struck at the mint in 
Birmingham, All Russian officials are now 
paid partly in gold and silver, and the public 
is compelled. to accept the metal, to which 
they have not hitherto been used, while in 
some remote places of the empire this new 
adjustment of the currency is not accepted 
very willingly among the natives. 

“The proposed new gold coinage thus 
briefly described has been called a devalua- 
tion and a depreciation of the currency by 
many opponents, and most disastrous <conse- 
quences from its adoption have been fore- 
told. It iswtoo complicated a dispute to en- 
ter into here, but one of the objections put 
forward consists in a fear of the probable 
efflux of gold out of the country, and this 
seems to be illustrated toa certain extent by 
figures just published, showing the effect also 
of the enormous increase of Russia’s na- 
tional debt, the interest on which is mostly 
payable abroad in gold, on M. Witte’s bud- 
gets. According to an account given by 
M. Kashkaroff, a member of the Ministry of 
Finance, this debt has been increased during 
the last ten years ending January, 1895, by 
nearly 1,500,000,000 rubles, the exact figures 
being 1,410,669,478 rubles. In the Imperial 
Controller’s report of last year’s budget 
(1895) there is an excess of ordinary revenue 
over expenditures of no less than 180,000,000 
rubles, but when we come to look at the 
extraordinary revenue, which is drawn 
chiefly from the proceeds of various gold 
loans, we find that in spite of such loans it 
falls short of meeting the extraordinary ex- 
penditure by some 220,000,000 rubles.

TROUBLE AHEAD FOR THE EASTERN 
JOINT TRAFFIO ASSOCIATION. 


Board of Managers Finds It Impossible 
te Enforce Maintemance of Rates or 
Equalize Trafiic — Baltimore and 
Ohio Is Under Suspicion and Heavy 
EKast-Bound Business Is Cited as 
Evidence—Senator Brice’s Chicago- 
Cincinnati Line Looming Up.

Dark clouds are arising on the horizon of 
the Eastern Joint Traffic Association. Not- 
withstanding heroic efforts made by the 
Board of Managers they find it impossible 
to enforce a strict maintenance of rates or 
effect an equalization of the traffic between 
the various roads.

Rock Island railroad engine 1,101, which 
carried the engineers’ excursion from Rock 
Island to Chicago last Sunday and mada 
the phenomenal run of sixty miles an hour, 
including stops, all the way from Rock Isl- 
and to Joliet, 141 miles, and fora distance of 
twenty-two miles, between Sheffield and 
Geneseo, gained a speed of eighty miles an 
hour, was expressly built for fast service 
at the Rock island shops in this city last 
winter. “ a a 

It is an eight-wheeled American type en- 
gine, with four driving wheels, coupled sim- 
flar to the New York Central’s speeder, No. 
909. It was built under the immediate supers 
vision and after plans and specifications of 
George F. Wilson, Superintendent of Motive 
Power and Equipment of the company. 

The problem of speed, and power, and long 
runs was solved by him after a long and com- 
plete series of tests taken from experimental 


results of different patterns of locomotive 
building. 

The engine’s cylinders are 19% by 26 inches: 
boiler, 61 inches in @iameter, with 1,988.3 
square feet of heating surface and 24.5 
Square feet of grate surface, the firebox be- 
ing 8 feet inside. Steam ports are 20 by 1% 
inches and exhaust ports 20 by 3% inches 
and has monitor injectors. 

The engine made its inaugural trip last 
‘June, when it took a train carrying the of- 
ficers and directors of the company from 
Chicago to Rock Island, a distance of 181 
miles, in three hours and thirty minutes. 
It has since been in service on the Illinots 
division of the road and it is expected that 
when fully Iimbered up it will develop phe- 
nomenal speed and power records, it having 
been constructed with a view of surpassing 
all previous records of American or foreign 
type of engines, considering speed, power, 
and economic calculation. 


Chicago is by no means the principal 
Western initial point of the Baltimore and 
Ohio. It secures the bulk of its east-bound 
business at St. Louis and other junction 
points, and has carried lately twice as much 
east-bound traffic as the Michigan Central, 
which has to depend almost entirely upon 
the business it gets at Chicago and so-called 
Chicago common: points. . 

How badly the Baltimore and Ohlo Is beat- 
ing the other east-bound roads from Chicago 
is shown by the following statements of 
shipments of all kinds of freight by the 
various roads for the week ending Nov. 7: 
The Baltimore and Ohio carried 21.8 per 
cent; Big Four, 5.2 per cent; Erie, 6.9 per 
cent; Grand Trunk, 11.6 per cent; Lake 
Shore, 14:4 per. cent; Michigan Central, 11.1 
per cent; Nickel-Plate, 7.6 per cent: Pan- 
Handie, 6.3 per cent; Fort Wayne, 9.3 per 
cent; and’ Wabash, 5.9 per cent. . 

For the corresponding week last year the 
Baltimore and Ohio carried only 3.1 percent 
from Chicago to the East, and its allotted 
percentage under the joint traffic agreement 
is said to be onTy about 6 per cent. : 

Rumors have been current for. several 
weeks past that the Baltimore and Ohio in- 
tended’ to withdraw from the Joint Traffic 
Association. While this has been denied, 
it indicates a serious rupture between 
that and the other roads in the association 
which may culminate in withdrawal.

BRICE’S CHICAGO-CINCINNATI LINE. 
Bradbury’s Removal to Chicago Indi- 
cates Early Consummation. 
Senator Brice’s scheme to establish a new 
line between Chicago and Cincinnati is like- 

ly to be realized at an early day. 

George L. Bradbury, Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Lake Erie and 
Western and Fort Wayne, Cincitnati and 
Louisville railroad, has opened an office at 
Chicago and‘ will have his principal head- 
quarters in this city. 

Mr. Bradbury is the right hand man of 
Senator Brice in the’ management of the 
roads he controls, and his removal to Chi- 
cago clearly shows that Senator Brice’s 
Chicago-Cincinnati line is about to be 
opened for business, : 

The obstacle in the way of establishing 
the new route was the difficulty in‘obtain- 
ing an outlet for Senator Brice’s Ohio-lines 
to Chicago. A deal had been contemplated 
with the Baltimore and Ohio for the use of 
its tracks from Chicago to a connection with 
the Cincinnati, Jackson and Mackinaw rail- 
way, but it appears that this idea has bean 
abandoned, and the Wabash will be used as 
an outlet from Chicago. 

The following dispatch received last night 


from Decatur, Mich., throws further light 
on the subject: 

‘‘ Senator Calvin S. Brice proposes to build 
a spur of the Cincinnati, Jackson and Mack- 
inaw railway from Hudson to connect with 
the Ohio Northern, which at present runs 
into-Adrian on the Wabash tracks. By this 
move the Mackinaw line hopes to become 
the distributor of the output of the Ohio 
coal fields, as far as Southern Michigan is 
concerned. Chief Engineer W. D. Williams 
is making a survey.” 


TRYING TO STOP DISCRIMINATION. 


Inter-State Commission Brings Suit 
Against Three Roads. 
Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission en- 
tered suit against the Southern, Pennsylva- 
nia, Cumberland Valley, and Norfolk and 
Western railroads in the Federal! Court here 
today for the purpose of forcing these roads 
to cease in hauling similar classes of freights 
from New York, Philadelphia via Balti- 
more, and Chattanooga to Anniston, $Ala., 
cheaper than to Piedmont, Ala., eleven miles 
the shorter haul. The commission found for 
the merchants of Piedmont in their com- 
-plaint of discrimination, filed in March, 1895, 
and June 6 last ordered the alleged discrim- 
ination to stop. The commission charges 
that its orders have been violated, and asks 
for an injunction to restrain further diso- 
bedience under penalty of $500 for each day’s 
failure to obey orders.

FUTURE ALIGNMENT OF THE PARTIES. 


Minnesota Democratic Kditor Sees a 
Permanent Change as a Result of 
’ the Recent Election. 


St. Paul Globe (Dem.): It seems to us 
that the election of 1896 marks a perma- 
nent change in American party system. We 
do not mean that party ties will hereafter 
always sit more lightly on the individual 
than they have ever before, although that 
is undoubhedly true. We mean that here- 
after the struggle for political supremacy 
will probably lie between three parties in- 
Stead of two. In past contests there have al- 
Ways been two leading organizations, one 
cr the other of which was sure to be vic- 
torious. 

This is not the case in most of the other 
countries where there is a parliamentary 
‘government that amounts to anything. In 
general, the political body im such nations is 
divided into three sections. They may and 
do bear different names, according to the is- 
Sues local to the country where they «xist, 
but they may all be designated broadly by 
the terms Right, Left, and Center. :-These 
three divisions represent the three con- 
trolling tendencies ef the human mind. One is 
extremely radical; another is extremely con- 
servative; the third occupies the middle 
round between the two, and as it sways 
from one to the other they rise and fall. 
The conservatives hold on to power, and run 
public affairs in the old groove until changes 
become imperative and reforms will no lon- 
ger be denied. The radicals, not satisfied 
with moderate changes, rush off into theo- 
retical experiments that react disastrouslyv 
upon the State. Public discontent then puts 
them in the minority. Between the two is 
mobilized the body of those who want reform 
without disorder and conservatism without 
abuse. 

Such an arrangement is wise, and has be- 
come necessary in the United States. It ex- 
ists today. as a matter of fact. in the appear- 
ance in this campaign of the Republican 
party, the Demo-Populist party, and the Na- 
tional Democratic party. Regardless of the 
names they bear, these represent quite ac- 
curately the three divisions that we have 
been describing. Republicanism is the cam- 
paign of 1896 stands for the conservation of 
conditions as they are, including a vast bulk 
of evils and privileges that must be abol- 
ished if they are not to destroy the state. 
The Populist party, which knows nothing of 
Democracy, except the hyphenated name 
that it chose to bear. stands for wild va- 
garies in polities and attempts to accom- 
plish necessary reforms hv the introduction 
of new abuses. It is like the man that 
burned down his house fin order to drive out 
the rats that infested it. The National Dem- 
ocrats stand for the little division of earnest, 
thoughtful men who cannot go to extreme 
lengths with elther Republican or Populist, 
who belfeve in the Constitution and the laws, 
who will never rest satisfied with existing 
abuses, but who insist that these can be 
remedied in an orderly way, throveh the 
exercise of: the political power of the free 
and independent voter.

Harsh Words for Clergymen in Many 
Speeches at the Opening Session in 
Washington Hall of the Annual Con- 
gress of the American Secular Union 

/—President Samuel P. Patnam’s Ad- 
dress—G. W. Foote Relates His Ex- 
perience in Prison. 


Attacks on Dwight L. Moody, on clergy- 
men, and on Girard College, as conducted, 
were the notable incidents in the morning 
session of the Free-Thinkers in Washing- 
ton Hall, No. 70 Adams street, yesterday. 

The occasion was the annual congress of 
the American Secular Union and Free- 
Thought Federation, and also the conven- 
tion of the 296th year of the Era of Man, 
which began with the martyrdom of Gior- 
dano«Bruno, the Italian anti-Christian 
writer, in A, D, 1600. 

The speakers of the morning were Presi- 
dent Samuel P. Putnam, George W. Foote, 
editor of the London Free-Thinker, Presi- 
dent of the British Secular Society and the 
successor of Charles B:radlaugh; ex-Judge C. 
B. Waite of Chicago, and Charles Watts, 
Vice-President of the British society. 

George W. Foote electrified his hearers by 
saying: ' 

“TY would rather breakfast with the devil 
tomorrow, if there is such an individual, 


| than with any clergyman. The devil is 


noted all over the worid for his cleverness, 
his experience, and his information. On the 
other hand, it is generally the fool of the 


| family who goes into’religion.” | 


President Putnam’s Address. 


President Putnam opened the congress 
with an address on “ The Work We Have 
to Do.”” He said: ' 

“Our American Republic in its beginning 
was a wonderful outburst of freedom, and 
yet today in this republic we are threat- 
ened with tyranny and superstition. It is 
our work to place the republic on its original 
foundations; to efmchor it to the principles 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

‘** We have beem drifting away from these 
principles; we aré repeating again the errors 
of the past. What we oppose 1s not religion 
in itself, but the union of religion with the 
State. The exemption of church property 
from taxation, the Bible in the schools, the 
enforcement of Sabbath laws, these are in- 
stances of the fliegeneration of the govern- 
ment. A gtfeat conflict is before us. A 
powerful effort is now being made for the 
enthronement of Christianity in the Con- 
stitution. A wast number of petitions are 
circulating throughout the country in be- 
half of this Christian movement. The issue 
is direct, and we must meet it by every 
means in our power. 


Universality of Platform. 


“Our platform is universal. No true 
American can oppose it. It is nota question 
of doctrine, of philosophy, or a theory of 
science, We may differ in regard to these 
things. We do not undertake to settle the 
problem of the universe. We cannot solve 
the mysteries of death. We do notenter the 
world of speculation. We stand upon fun- 
damental and unquestionable principles. We 
stand for human freedom and the rights of 
man. We admit the vast importance and 
profound interest of other questions. 


mendous and vital question. We must work 
for the rights of man; to give to each human 
being the same rights which we claim for 
ourselves. We labor not to divide, but to 
unite, the. human race. There. can be no 
union except by equality of rights. We do 
not war upon religion. Let religion be free 
is what we ask. Let it depend upon reason, 
upon science, upon education, but net upon 
the sword of the State.”’ 


Attacks Moody and Girard College. 


Ex-Judge Waite of Chicago opened his re- 
marks by’saying: 

‘The old doctrines are pretty well ex- 
ploded. There are only Brother Moody and 
a few other old fossils who still hang on 
and gather about them the cast-off of so- 
clety.”’ 

After the applause had subsided, Mr. 
Waite turned his attention to Girard Col- 
lege, saying: 

“Girard College is one of the greatest 
frauds ever perpetrated upon the public. 
Stephen Girard willed property worth $2,000,- 
OVO to establish a college in Philadelphia. 
One of the conditions of that will was that 
no preacher should ever set his foot upon 
those grounds. Today that college is a re- 
ligious institution, which even has a chapel 
upon the grounds. We should organize a 
movement to drive out these preachers, con- 
tribute money, hire the best lawyers in the 
land, and: force the City of Philadelphia to 
live up to the terms of the will.”’ 


Defines the Fundamentals. 


Charles Watts, Vice-President of ‘the 
British Secular Society, spoke on the agnos- 
tic fundamentals. 

‘* The free-thought philosophy is based on 
three fundamental principles,’’ he. said. 
‘The first is that supreme attention should 
be paid to this life. The second is that 
reason, aided by experience, is the best 
gutde. The third is that the eclectic princi- 
ple should be applied to all thought and 
movements.”’ 

The speaker added that he wanted “ better 
society in heaven than Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, three of the greatest rascals that 
ever lived.’’ 

George W. Foote, the English free-thinker, 
told of his éxperience in what he termed a 
**‘ British Bastile,’’ the offense for which he 
was imprisoned being the publication of a 
‘*Comic Life of Christ,” which appeared 
soon after Dr. Parker’s book on “‘ The Inner 
Life of Christ.’’ 

** Preachers are paid nuisances,’’ Mr. Foote 
said in conclusion. ‘‘ They are professional 
guessers. They get up every Sunday and 
tell the people, for cash payment, what they 
have guessed during the week. And I guess 
the people are fools enough to pay.” 

KE. M. McDonald, editor of the Truth- 
Seeker, was elected Secretary at the morne- 
ing session. 

Besides those who delivered addresses 
yesterday the following have indicated their 
intention to speak: Francis B. Woodbury, 
Fraternal Delegate and Sécretary of the 
National Spiritualist Association: John E. 
Remsburg, Franklin Steiner, May L. Collins, 
Mattie P. Krekel, M. Florence Johnson, 
Pearl W. Geer, President of Oregon Secular 
Union; Francis R. Cole, Charles C. Moore, 
editor of Blue Grass Blade, Kentucky.

HIS GRATITUDE TO CHARLES FOSTER. 


Ex-Secretary Gets a Big Return on a 
Loan of Many Years Ago. 

Fostoria, O., Nov. 11.—During the years of 
his prosperity Charles Foster was known far 
and wide for his liberality to those less fort- 
unate than he. He was always the first to 
subscribe to any enterprise which promised 
to be of benefit to the community, and was 
known as a man who never, under any cir- 
cumstances, foreclosed a mortgage. 

Many years ago, when the house now occu- 
pied by Mr. Foster’s mother was built, the 
contractor, named Johnson, became involved 
so that his home was to be sold by the Sher- 
iff. Learning of the man’s trouble, Mr. Fos- 
ter advanced the money to release the mort- 
gage, with little, if any, hope of ever getting 
any return. . Mr. Johnson went West and 
passed out of the minds of his friends here. 
Long ago he died. Before his death he told 
his sons how Mr. Foster had befriended him 
and how grateful he felt for the great service. 
The sons prospered and Mr. Foster failed. 
They invested a large amount, $50,00v, it is 
said, in smelting works between Denver and 
Cripple Creek in Mr. Foster’s name, but said 
nothing to Mr. Foster until the success of 
the project was fully assured. Mr. Foster 
has been made a director in the concern and 
has gone to Denver to attend a meeting of 
the directors. It is said that the works are 
paying large dividends. 


BIG YIELD OF ALASKA GOLD MINES. 


Output Is Said to Better Last Year’s by 
$1,500,000. 

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 12.—G. B. A. Wine- 
hart of the Alaska, Mining Record, who is in 
Seattle,. says the output is larger than 
that of last year by nearly $1,500,000.

Chicago, Nov. 12.—{Editor of The Tribune,] 
—A few days ago there was an editorial in 
your paper entitled ‘‘ What-Is the Matter 
with Ohio?’ which question you very con- 
clusively answered, This morning you ask 
“ How about John J. Ingalls?” If you will 
erase from your article on Ohio the words 
** Ohio Republicans,’’ ‘“‘ John Sherman,”’ etc., 
and insert *“‘ John J. Ingalls ’”’ you will have 
a very clear answer to “ How about John J. 
Ingalis?’’ 

That the ex-Senator from Kansas is bright, 
witty, and sarcastic I admit. I remember 
with what keen satire he removed the lion’s 
skin from the ** Tell Sycamore of the Wa- 
bash ’’ and exhibited the real animal which 
it covered. I do not forget his boldness in 
the Senate when he was supported by stal- 
wart Republicans In control. But when, in 
the year 1890, his term was about to expire 
the Populists of Kansas organized for a re- 
lentless fight against the Republicans in 
general and Senater Ingalls in particular. 
A Kansas Populist is the most bigoted and 
egotistical of all that noisy crowd. He would 
consider his own or Judge Doster’s opinion 
on constitutional law superior to a judicial 
decision of Chief Justice Marshall or a legal 
opinion of Daniel Webster. On financial 
questions this Kansas Populist will ignore 
the practical ideas of Hamilton, Sherman, 
and Carlisle and adopt the wild vagaries of 
Senator Peffer, Jerry Simpson, and Mary 
Elizabeth Lease. With these Populists there 
is no compromise either possible or desir- 
able. The only way to deal with them isto 
crush them with overwhelming arguments 
and stalwart blows. Instead of going into 
the contest in 1890 determined to fight the 
battle out on the line of stalwart Republican- 
ism, Senator Ingalls talked compromisingly 
and made a McClellan campaign of the fight, 
and, of course, lost the battle. Did he learn 
anything by defeat? It appears that he did 
not, as in the early days of the campaign of 
1806, in a speech at Caldwell in Southern 
Kansas, he came dangerously near ad- 
vocating free coinage of silver. A Kansas 
Populist cannot be convinced by argument. 
It requires hard blows to take the conceit 
out of him—blows such as Jackson dealt to 
the nullifiers in South Carolina and Thomas 
to the rebels at Chickamauga. No similia 
similibus prescriptions for the “ sick man ” 
of Kansas, but lusty blows between the 
eyes Were what was needed, but which John 
J. Ingalls did not give, and this is ‘‘ How 
about John J. Ingalis?’’ 

ORIGINAL REPUBLICAN, 


The Eseaped Peril. 


Springfield, [ll., Nov. 10.—{Editor of The 
Tribune,]—For the second time since its 
foundation the good sense: and patriotism 
of the American people have saved the re- 
public from deadly peril. The war for the 
Union was the slow culmination of causes 
long existing, having their origin in hu- 
man slavery, and ante-dating even the 
struggle for independence. At the close of 
the war wise constitutional amendments 
were adopted to perpetuate the results won 
by force of arms and as guarantees for the | 
tuture., 

The recent peril, so happily averted by 
the election of Maj. McKinley, although a 
battle of the ballots instead of bullets, was 
unexpectedly sprung upon the country, and 
was hardly less menacing to its welfare and 
the perpetuity of our fre@ institutions than 
the Civil War. 

Farmers were suffering from low prices 
as the result of overproduction. Indus- 
tries were paralyzed and confidence shaken 
as the result of well-known political condi- 
tions. The people were distressed, and ever- 
ready and unscrupulous demagogues were 
quick to avail themselves of the popular 
desire for relief. The remedies offered in 
the Chicago platform were not only far 
worse than the disease, but were dangerous 
alike to national honor and life. The hope 
of Bryan, Altgeld, and Tillman was un- 
doubtedly to take advantage of the pre- 
valling hard times, carry the people off their 
feet, and ride into power on a paroxysm 
of popular fever. That the conspiracy did 
not succeed was due to the inherent good 
sense and honesty of the American people, 
regardiess of party and sectional lines, and 
to the sober second thought. But the strain 
was great, the shock to business severe, 
and the escape was ‘so as by fire.”” We 
may well “ thank God and take courage.” 

We should do more. We should, as at the 
close of the Civil War, be diligent in seek- 
ing out the roots of evil and removing 
them, 

Our Presidential elections are too fre 
quent and too violent. The injury to busi- 
ness is too widespread and the loss too 
great to be borne with patience if any rem- 
edy can be found. 

‘lf am thoroughly persuaded the great ma- 
jority of our citizens would welcome the re- 
lief which would undoubtedly be afforded 
by a constitutional amendment extending 
the Presidential term to six, seven, or eight 
years and making the incumbent non-eligi- 
ble to reélection. A single term of seven 
years would best subserve the public wel- 
fare. [Would not a seven-year term of Bry- 
an be awful to contemplate?} 

This is not a new matter: it has been dis- 
cussed at intervals with more or less favor 
for many years. But has not the time for 
action come? Why should not the next 
Congress submit the necessary amendment 
to the legislative action of the several 
States, and why should not the great jour- 
nals of the country, with the patriotic una- 
nimity so recently displayed, urge upon 
Congress the duty of such action? We 
should at least have a thorough considera- 
tion of the subject, and, if right, although 
radical, the amendment would in the end 
be adopted. 

It may well be urged that the evils aris- 
ing under the present administration de- 
mand the promptest remedy. But heaven 
save us (it has) from such remedies as 
Bryanism. The honor and life of the Nation 
would be perfectly safe for any constitu- 
tional term .in the strong and patriotic 
hands of Grover, Cleveland. Even a weak 
Feat frien seven years would be less

After that, the subject of ' 
future tariff amendments and legislation 
should be referred to a permanent non- 
partisan tariff commission, which should hold 
regular sessions in the leading manufact- 
uring centers, with power to hear evidence

Its chief decoration, however, is a 
gorgeous peacock, madg of both jewels and 
vari-colored bits of enamel.
